: " MBALTH OF THE COLONY. 

Table XVI. shows tho rate of mortality 
amongst European and Amoricari residents 
in Bongkoug for the last ten years, from all 
olasees of disease, The number ‘and. per- 
reentage are tha ‘highest over recorded, 
although during tho year previous we had 
a light ch\era opidomic. In 1887 simall- 
pox became epidemic but the mortality from 
this digcaso in no way aceounta for the in- 
creased doath rate. In 1887 the deaths 
qwere 138 o9 compared with 103 in 1886 and 
09 in 1885. The percentage of deaths to 
the population is 4.5-4 noarly doubling the 
average of the previous ten years, “[Dr.

As against the increased por- 
centage of deaths from all causes: it ip satia- 
factory to nate that the percentage, from 
preventible discasoa is still diminishing, 
though the population is increasing. so 
rapidly from yoar to year. , 
In ‘respect of -thoge disoases which 
may owe their origin to insnnitary con- 
ditions, wesseo that tho Kuropoan table 
of denths keeps sbout, thé same average, 
while the Ohineso table ahowa a very mark. 
ed reduction, in fact the latter has never 
been ‘so low for the previous ten years, 
Tho improved methods of surface scaveng- 
ing and the thorough cleansing of teno- 
ments at cortain poricds, insisted on by the 
Sanitary Board for tho Isat three years, 
appear to be doing a great amount of 
practical good. In 1886 there was a de- 
crease in this table of nearly 400 deaths as 
comparod with 1885 ; this year there ie an- 
other decrease of nearly 400 deaths as com.

along the appor lovels of Victor‘s, and 5 f 


Medical Commission has been appointed by 
His Excellency the Govornor to enquire in- 
to the nature and cause of the disease and 
to suggest preventive measurea. This Com- 
mission has not yat submitted its Report. 

In November, a very serious outbreak of 
small-pox occurred ; thora were 15 deaths 
among Europeans and. 233 deaths among 
Chinese from this cause up to the end of 
the year. Thero was for a timo a very 
large demand for vaccine, and the latter 
waa telegraphed for to Japan,: Australia, 
and England, The calf-lymph procured 
from Japan wes found admirably put up 
for travelling, it arrived in excellent con- 
dition, and was effective and satisfactory.:' 

The small-pox epidemic was severe while 
it lasted, and-necessitated the ‘building of 
a tomporary mat Hospital with 100 beds in 
the Government Qivil Hospital grounds. 
So large was the number of admissions that 
it reashed 50.cases in Hospital at one 
time: Thanks to the precautions and the 
energetic measures taken by tho Sanitary 
Board, this epidemic wax not of long durs- 
tion, An’ Ordinanco for tha compulsory 
vaccination of infanta has since been passed, 
and it will be interesting to see whether it 
can be successfully enforced among the 
Ohinese population, 

As the Geverument Medical Staff of the 
Colony-at present stands, each member of 
it has bis full complement of work, and 
thera igs no relief possible in case of emer- 
gency, except from outside sources, which 
cannot always be dspeuded upon, If any 
member of the Medical Staff falie sick there 
is no one to take hia place, None of us 
can take vacation leave without great por- 
sonal loas, as according to the Rules of the 
Service every officer absent on furlough has 
to find a substitute, The finding of a sub- 
stitute is feasible in almost every other De- 
partment without detriment to the’ indivi- 
dual who-takes his leave, for there is al- 
ways some brother officer in the service
